aid to the kidnapers. 
While Johnson was being ex­ 
amined at the Lindberg h home 
another man was arrested at 
South Plainfield after an a t­ 
tempted kidnaping or burg lary 
at Hig hland Park, about 20 miles 
away. 
This man, who g av e his name 
as Georg e Malden, was arrested 
after a g rounds. keeper at the 
estate of J. Seward Johnson, 
wealthy m anufacturer, had shot 
at a m an climbing up to the 
Johnson nursery. 
A nurse attracted the g rounds 
keeper’s 
attention 
when

screamed as a ladder was placed 
ag ainst the window sill of the 
room where she slept with the 
Johnson’s infant son. Shots were 
exchang ed and the interloper 
fled. Malden was arrested and 
identified by both the nurse and 
g rounds keeper. 
He was fing er-printed and the 
prints were broug ht at once to 
Hopewell because of the simil­ 
arity of the methods used at the 
Lindberg h home and the John­ 
son home.

TALKING ABOUT SALARIES 
A bill has been introd u ced in Congress p ro­ 
v id ing that coop erativ e marketing organizations 
borrowing gov ernment money from the Fed eral 
Farm Board shall no t p ay any emp loy ee ov er 
$15 ,000 a y ear. 
Off hand , withou t information or consid eration 
that wou ld seem to be a v ery reasonable measu re 
since $15 ,000, generally sp eaking, is a hand some 
salary . 
Bu t the q u estion after all is whether the great 
natio n-wid e coop erativ es d ealing in su ch com­ 
mod ities as grain and cotton, inv olv ing v ast 
su ms of money and the d irect financial interest 
of hu nd red s of tho u sand s of citizens, are to be 
restricted in their selection of managers to the 
men who are willing to work for $15 ,000 a y ear, 
while the comp etitors of these coop erativ es en­ 
gaged in p riv ate bu siness may p ay whatev er sal­ 
aries are necessary to get the highest manager­ 
ial ability . Wheat and cotton are world com­ 
mod ities and the man who manages a great o r­ 
ganization engaged in d ealing in them mu st 
know world markets and the many influ ences 
that affect them, and mu st hav e ex ecu tiv e and 
merchand ising ability of the v ery highest ord er 
if he is to make a su ccess. The Farmers National 
Grain Corp oration, which it is alway s to be re­ 
membered is a farmer-oy rned and farmer-co n­ 
trolled enterp rise ,hav ing no relation to the gov ­ 
ernment ex cep t that it borrows money from the 
Farm Board to finance its op erations, is p ay ing 
its manager $5 0,000 a y ear. Und er the manage­ 
ment of this man the to tal cost for all salaries 
has been one fifth of a cent a bu shel for all 
grain hand led , which wou ld not seem to be ex ­ 
trav agant. For a comp arable serv ice the Amer­ 
ican Cotton Coop erativ e Association hired a man 
at $75 ,000 a y ear. They had to p ay these salaries 
becau se men of this class regu larly were making 
as mu ch or more in the p riv ate trad e of their 
resp ectiv e lines. The q u estion after all is whether 
the gov ernment shall say to the farmer: “You 
and y ou alone mu st get along with cheap brains. 
Let p riv ate bu siness hav e a monop oly of the 
highest talent.” Is that the “eq u ality of op p or­ 
tu nity ” abou t which so mu ch has been said ? 


A GLANCE BACKWARD 
It is charactersitic of all p eriod s of d ep ression 
that q u ack p olitical d octors come fo rth from the 
obscu rity that is their natu ral and d eserv ed hab­ 
itat and gain the ear of the u nthinking with 
p roclamations of black bottle nostru ms that 
they gu arantee to cu re the natio n’s economic 
ills. It was so in the late sev enties when times 


in this cou ntry were hard er than they hav e ev er 
been since. And d iscu ssing these q u acks and 
their cu re-alls in a sp eech in Chicago on Ju ly 
2, 1879, Gen. James A. Garfield u ttered word s 
that may well be stu d ied now. He said : 
“When we hav e fu lly awakened from these 
v agu e d reams, p u blic op inion will resu me its 
old channels and the wisd om and ex p eri­ 
ence of the fathers of ou r Constitu tion will 
again be acknowled ged and followed . 
“We shall agree, as ou r fathers d id , that 
a y ard stick shall hav e length, the p ou nd 
mu st hav e weight and the d ollar mu st hav e 
v alu e in itself, and that neither length nor 
weight nor v alu e can be created by the fiat 
of law. 
“Congress, reliev ed of the ard u ou s task of 
regu lating and managing all the bu siness 
of ou r p eop le, will ad d ress itself to the hu m­ 
bler bu t more imp o rtant work of p reserv ing 
the p u blic p eace and managing wisely the 
rev enu es and ex p end itu res of the gov ern­ 
ment. 
“Ind u stry will no longer wait for the legis­ 
latu re to d iscov er easy road s to su d d en 
wealth, bu t begin again to rely u p on labor 
and fru gality as the only certain road to 
riches. Prosp erity , which has long been wait­ 
ing, is now read y to come.” 
This u tterance, d eliv ered before the Honest 
Money 
Leagu e 
the mo nth 
before 
bu siness 
reached its ebb for the y ear, was effectiv e—not in 
itself alone, bu t as a factor, and as a tu rn back 
toward the earlier fu nd amentals of ou r gov ern­ 
ment for gu id ance. By December of the same 
y ear bu siness was better than it had ev er been 
before, and Garfield went to the White Hou se.

Not since the assassination of 
Lincoln has so mu ch ex citement 
sp read ov er the cou ntry , than 
that which followed the Lind ­ 
bergh kid nap ing. There is little 
comp arison in cou rse of commo­ 
tio n and no similiarity . In the 
one case an aged and worn head 
of the nation is sitting q u ietly in | 
a p riv ate box in Ford ’s theatre I 
at Washington, su rrou nd ed by 
his d ev oted family and official 
gu ard s, waiting for the cu rtain 
to rise. There is no thing sp ectac­ 
u lar in his actions and no p u bli­ 
city or herald ing of his p resence. 
These too, in a small d egree, 
reliev e 
the 
wearisome 
hou rs 
thro u gh which for y ears he had 
p assed and now began to see the 
first glimp se of p eace and hap ­ 
p ier hou rs. The bitterness of Ci­ 
v il war rankled d eep in the bos­ 
om of the assassin, who stealth­ 
ily makes his way to that q u iet 
u nsu sp ecting v ictim and accomp ­ 
lishes his p u rp ose. 
Sp u rred and booted for flight 
he attemp ts escap e and is bad ly 
inju red bu t his p lan was a su c­ 
cess and escap e was effected . 
This too, when bod y gu ard s and 
tho u sand s of tried and tru e sol­ 
d iers of that blood y war filled 
the city and treason shu nned the 
light of d ay . Booth was recog­ 
nized bu t escap ed and throu gh 
cord ons of armed men, he mad e 
his way into Mary land . 
The nex t morning Lincoln was 
d ead and the head of a great 
natio n lay the v ictim of treaso n’s 
wrath. The no rth was frantic 
and many abu ses followed the 
rad ical attitu d e of rad icals, who 
sou ght to comp el their neighbors 
to tie crep e on their d oors. 
Michael Hittle then kep t a 
co u ntry store near his resid ence 
where James Alex and er now 
owns, ju st west of Gings and we 
liv ed some forty rod s off to the 
sou thwest. At the u su al time the 
mailman came rid ing along with 
mail bags swu ng ov er his horse 
and carry ing a large banner u p - 
,on which was p rinted , “Lincoln 
assassinated last night by Jo hn 


Wilkes Booth.” As u su al I ran 
d own to meet the carrier and get 
ou r “Weekly Enq u irer” and in- 
cid ently celebrate my sev enth 
birthd ay . 
Soon from all q u arters men on 
foot, horseback and in all kind s 
of conv ey ances began to arriv e— 
all the neighborhood bu t one— ' 
Wills Bu zan—a bitter op p onent 
of the war, who nev ertheless sent 
two gallant boy s to the Union 
army . 
Hittle had little crep e and a 
short su p p ly of black good s of 
any kind , bu t blatant ind iv id u als, 
who had nev er seen a sold ier, bu t 
was “chu ck” fu ll of “p atrio t­ 
ism,” ju mp ed on a box and har- 
rangu ed 
the 
assembly 
abou t 
their d u ty to tack or tie u p some 
black memorial on their d oors 
or “they wou ld be mad e to d o It.” 
Bu zan sent word that the man 
who p laced crep e on his d oor 
wou ld need some himself. 
News trav eled slowly in those 
d ay s, while tod ay the hap p en­ 
ings in China are read here be­ 
fore they hap p en (by d ate line). 
Yet withou t means of rap id 
transit or information, Booth 
and his accomp lices were taken 
in sho rt ord er.-Tod ay while we 
hav e the world awake by tou ch­ 
ing a bu tton, we also hav e the 
method of escap e or hid ing on 
earth, in the air, or on the water, 
corresp ond ingly hand y . 
A v iew of the resid ence of 
| Lind bergh wou ld of itself su ggest 
j the romantic. Ju st why any 
I mother is content to p lace her 
I child in the sole care and keep - 
| ing of a nu rse seems to d iscou nt 
maternal instinct and no other 
mother of a liv ing creatu re has 
ev en been known to entru st its 
y ou ng to the care of a keep er— 
not ev en will a snake. Following 
a cu stom hand ed d own by rich 
and titled p eop le this child was 
no t only tru sted to the care of a 
nu rse, bu t located far d istant 
from its mother. Natu re fu rnish­ 
es infants of all sp ecies, ex cep t 
the rep tile, with organs of sp eech 
of its kind and fo r a purpo se. 


The p lace of the infant is near 
its mother as attested by habits 
of all that breathe and hav e 
their being. 
No one who stop s to think can 
fail to see carelessness or gu ilt on 
the p art of the nu rse. Her p lace 
was near her charge and she 
shou ld hav e seen to it that the 
wind ows and d oors were secu re­ 
ly fastened . If absent from 7:30 
p . m. u ntil ten that night what 
o ther conclu sion can be d rawn 
than that she had knowled ge of 
the imp end ing kid nap ing or was 
grossly u nfit to hav e charge of 
an infant. 
Not many y ears ago an infant 
fell from or throu gh the railing 
of a “crib” in Ru shv ille and was 
fou nd strangled to d eath. 
Time will u nrav el the fact 
that this was an “insid e jo b” 
and if ev er the child is recov ­ 
ered it will be as my steriou s as 
its d isap p earance. 
The Charles Ross case in 1874 
is not y et forgotten and the mo­ 
tiv e in that case may be the mo­ 
tiv e in this. Su rely not d ollars 
and cents. 
The ex cessiv e p u blicity giv en 
this case is against its early re­ 
tu rn as no amou nt of p led ges 
cou ld hid e those, who essay the 
d angerou s 
task. 
Ev ery 
one 
knows, that some gov ernment o f­ 
ficer shawod s the footstep s of 
the “go-betweens” and will track 
d own the p arties concerned . If 
its p arents had liv ed a normal 
life the child wou ld nev er had 
been taken.

Ev ery d ay 
d ev elop ments go to show it was 
an -insid e jo b” and it is the 
op inion of the writer that the 
whereabou ts of the child is no 
imp enetrable my stery to ser­ 
v ants of the family . Two weeks 
after the abd u ction the p ap ers 
rep ort d iscov ery of tracks ap ­ 
p roaching the Hop ewell home, 
finder prints on ca sement and a n 


op en wind ow barred with chest 
and box es which is ju st as u nbe­ 
liev able and rid iou lou s as most 
o ther stu ff p u bished . 
Notoriety has gone the limit 
as d id the notoriety which fol­ 
lowed Lind y ’s flight to France 
and his triu mp hal retu rn home. 
The flight of Lind y and wife to 
Jap an by way of u ntrod d en p aths 
throu gh Arctic regions, too d an­ 
gerou s for man to p enetrate, 
leav ing the baby at home, is il­ 
lu minativ e of the “v au nting am­ 
bitio n” of Lind bergh. 
You hav e d ou btless read of a 
king in France ju mp ing into an 
arena filled with wild beasts to 
gratify the v anity of a woman 
and how after p erforming the 
d aring feat he “retu rned the 
glov e bu t not with lov e” straight 
in the lad y ’s face remarking, 
“Not lov e said he bu t v anity sets 
task like this.” His own d anger­ 
ou s ad v entu res alone cou ld hav e 
little else behind them than no ­ 
toriety , and on their trip last 
su mmer throu gh u nknown wild s, 
showed little concern for the in­ 
fant at home. 
Notoriety took Lind y to Mex i­ 
co, where his fu tu re father-in- 
law was then U. S. Ambassad or 
and ev entu ally led to his mar­ 
riage. I challenge the p ages of 
history to p rod u ce ano ther su ch 
character, in tru th or fiction, I 
romance or reality to eq u al the | 
ex p loits of this man. It is hard • 
to believ ed that p arents, who 
hav e shown su ch u ncalled for 
lov e of hazard s are now so ov er­ 
whelmed with grief, as to merit 
all this v olu ntary world wid e 
search for a baby they seld om 
j 
saw. May a Mercifu l Prov id ence 
hav e the little infant in His 
keep ing and sp eed its retu rn to 
a mo ther’s heart and home; May 
that mother and father p rofit 
by this lesson and as p arents in 
the fu tu re, follow natu re’s laws 
and no t “high brow” rearing of 
their child .

The streets of Ind ianap olis 
were shoe top d eep in mu d , wat­ 
er and snow and the p arad e was 
a tame affair. Street cars were 
then d rawn by mu les and the 
merry tinkle of their bells con­ 
trast strangely with the sharp 
staccato of the electric bells of 
tod ay . The cars were scarcely as 
large as a Grey hou nd bu s and 
far from as artistic.
